San Francisco, Sept. 29.— The Bteam 
ahip Australia arrived to-day from Hono 
lulu with the following Hawaiian ad 
vicea : 

Representatives Cannon, of Illinois; 
Loudenslager, of New Jersay ; Borrie, of 
Kentucky; and Towney, of Minnesota; 
and their families were about to leave 
for San Francisco. Senator Morgan was 
to remain Beveral weeks longer. During 
their stay tho party have had everything 
pertaining to Hawaii explained to them. 
Senator Morgan and the congressmen 
had visited Pearl Harbor. 

It having been claimed that Mr. Can- 
non was opposed to annexation, in an 
interview he said: " I do not care what 
you hear to the contrary, no man can 
Bay that I am pledged against the annex- 
ation of the island to the United States." 
Congressman Cannon is chairman of the 
house appropriation committee. 

Conuressman Barrie said: "I waB 
favorable to political union before I came 
here, and my visit has only strengthened 
me in my position. I am confident that 
annexation will come during the next 
session of CongresB." 

Congressman Loudenslager was non- 
committal when interviewed. It is 
understood that he favora annexation. 
He said : " You will see very ahortly 
how I feel about the matter, for I intend 
to ventilate my views when I return 
home. I can sa3" that I am favorably 
impressed with the American colony in 
Hawaii." 

_ It is asserted here that when the ques- 
tion of the annexation of the Hawaiian 
islands comes before the United States 
Senate, England will make a protest. 
This protest will not be of a belligerent 
nature, and it is alleged is only the fore- 
runner of a Bcheme to obtain control of 
Neckar island for cable purposes. For 
some time past English war vessels have 
been sizing islands in the Pacific, but 
have kept their hands off Hawaiian ter- 
ritory. 

Washington-, Sept. 29. — Minister 
Moehi of Japan said to-day that he has 
no information that Japan has offered to 
accept $100,000 in gold from the Ha- 
waiian government as full indemnity for 
the rejection of 120 Japanese by the 
Hawaiian authorities. At tho Btate de- 
partment Assistant Secretary Day gave 
an absolute denial to the statement that 
United States Minister Harold Sewell 
in his report to the department has 
mentioned $100,000 as probably repre- 
senting the figure which Hawaii would 
pay to settle the Japanese claim for in- 
inuemnity. 

Chicago, Sept. 29. — Ex Queen Liliuo- 
kalani of Hawaii, Secretary Holekhti 
and his wife, and Al Ahloa, a Japanese 
ignitary, on his way to Washington on 
official business, arrived to-day from 
San fcrandteo. The ex-Queen and her

TO BUY GREENLAND. 

The United States Reported to Be Making 
Overtures. 

London, Sept. 29.— The Evening News 
gives prominence to the rumor that the 
United States has made overtures to 
Denmark for the acquisition of Green 
land, and says . 

" Under ordinary circumstances, even 
if true, the report would excite little in- 
terest; but coupled with the newa of 
the hoisting of the Union Jack over Baf- 
fin's Land, it becomes of general mo- 
ment. It appears that Baffin's Land 
was never formally acquired by Great 
Britain, although it baB been regarded 
as British since half a century ago 
Hudson's Straits are destined to 
become part of the great grain 
carrying route between Liverpool 
and Winnipeg, which will be a 
powerful rival to American land routes. 
The Americans have no port leading to 
the eastern shores of the continent north 
of Maine, hut if they are to participate 
in the advantages of the Hudson's Bay 
route, as haa been apparently urged, 
their government must secure some 
island in the peninaula without delay." 

The Evening Newa adda to this com- 
ment an interview with an unnamed 
Canad ian official to the effect that the 
hoisting of the Union Jack over Baffin's 
Land, was undoubtedly provoked by the 
report that the United States govern- 
ment had an eye on it. According to 
the Canadian official there is nothing to 
prevent the United States purchasing 
Greenland from Denmark. In conclu- 
sion the Evening News remarks: 

"If the Americans acquire Greenland 
there will he difficulties ahead for our 
trans-Atlantic commerce and interna- 
tional railroads, and if they have not al- 
ready acquired it, what is to prevent our 
securing it?"

ONE FOR WILLIAM. 

Princess Sophia Sets Him Down us the 
Worst Foe of Greece. 

London, Sept. 29. — During the course 
of a lecture which Bhe delivered on 
Monday at Nuneaton, Warwickshire, 
Mra. Ormiston Chant, the social re- 
former, who went to Greece with a 
party of nurses during the war between 
that country and Turkey, said that tho 
Crown Princess of Greece, Princess 
Sophia of Prussia, had told her that the 
worst and most cruel foe of Greece was 
not tho Sultan of Turkey, nor the 
Turks, but in her belief the Emperor 
William of Germany. 

TORPEDO BOATS LOST. 

Three Aground, Two Breaking and Several 
Men Killed and Injured. 

Plymouth, Sept. 29.— The torpedo 
boats Destroyer, Lynx and Thrasher 
grounded to-day during a fog on Dod- 
man's Point. The ThraBher broke in 
two and it is feared the Lynx will do the 
Bame. The crews of both boats were 
taken off. Three stokers were killed and 
two stokers were injured by the bursting 
of a steam pipe on board the Thrasher 
shortly after she grounded. 

CABLE COMPETITION. 

Reduced Rates on the Atlantic May Come 
Within a Fortnight. 

London, Sept. 29.— The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette this afternoon says it has reason to 
believe that the long threatened opposi- 
tion to the so-called cable pool is about 
to assume definite shape, and that two 
new cables between France and Massa- 
chusetts will be working at reduced rates 
Within a fortnight. 



Canadian Sculptors to Tender for 
Making Statues— Rifle Range Ad- 
vancing in Price. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 29.— Hon. David Mills 
is in the city to-day on insurance busi- 
neaa. He would not speak as to the 
prospects of his entering the cabinet, but 
it is learned on good authority that ho 
haa accepted the portfolio of justice and 
will be sworn in when Sir Oliver as- 
sumes the duties of Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, which will be in about a couple of 
months. 

The Postmaster-General has approved 
the design for new postage stamps, which 
will be issued when the present stock of 
stamps iR exhausted, in about three 
months. 

The government ia calling for tenders 
from Canadian artists only for statues of 
the Queen and Hon. Alexander Mac- 
kenzie. _ The Queen's atatue will be 
erected in front of the parliament build- 
ingaand the Mackenzie on aomo other 
portion of the parliament grounds. 

J. S. Secretan, of this city juat re- 
turned from DawBon, sayB Sifton could 
not get there this winter if he wanted 
to, but would have to be satisfied with a 
sight of Dyea. 

There is a hitch in the arrangements 
for the purchase of the proposed new 
Dominion rifle range at Rockcliffe, South 
Ottawa. The land has gone up to a 
very high figure, and the $25,000 appro- 
priation set aBide by parliament last 
session ia not going to be nearly suf- 
ficient. It is also thought desirable to 
buy more than was originally intended 
n the rear .of the butts. 

Robert Thomson, of the Head line, 
and Thos. Schofield, representing the 
Furness line, had an interview with Sir 
Richard Cartwright to-day in regard to 
the resumption of services from St. John 
to Dublin and Belfast and London by 
vessels of these linea. The repreBenta- 
tivea of the other companies have post- 
poned their conference for a day or two. 

Lieut.-Col. Sharpe, of the Rifle Bri- 
gade, has been appointed aide de camp 
to the Governor-General, vice-Lieuten- 
ant Neve, of the Royal Berkshire Regi- 
ment, who iB going back to his regiment. 



CHURCHMEN EXCITED. 

Venerable Monk Charges Them 
Taking Away God.

Nkwinciiam, Eng.. Sept. 29. — There 
was a eensation here to-day during tho 
session of tho church congress. In dis- 
cussing the progress of " Life and thought 
of the Church of England In tile Vic- 
torian era," the debate assumed a dra- 
matic turn by the appearance of Father 
Ignatius, the famous monk and superior 
of Llanthony Abbri, which he founded. 
In an impassioned speech Father Ignatius 
declared that the Bchool represented in 
the present congress by the Dean of 
Hipon and the Archdeacon of Manches- 
ter was treating creeds aa illusions, 
denying Christ and taking away God. 
This, he continued, was the very raison 
d'etre missionary work was destroyed, 
and he exclaimed: " We are on the 
fringe of a great apostacy." 



MR. TARTE'S CONVERSION. 

Was Rewarded by a Promise of Four 
Thousand a Year From the 
Liberals. 

Montreal, Sept. 29. — The examina- 
ion of Hon. Mr. Tarte for tho defence in 
tho case of Tarte va. Greaier, continued 
to-day. In reply to the Cornellier's 
question, Mr. Tarte gave evidenco deal- 
ing with the charge in article complained 
of that he had lived off the Liberal party. 
In 1898, at Sir Wilfred Laurier'a request, 
he took charge of the Liberal re-organiz- 
ation of Quebec province. For thin ser- 
ice he was to get $4,000 a year. Up to 
the general election of 1890, he re- 
ceived in all but .$1,000, and In; 
ived on his sessional indemnity, 
on money raised by pledging his insur- 
ance policy and on money obtained from 
the private resources of his family. The 
check handed Mr. Tarte by Premier 
Laurier for $1,000 was given by Hon. 
Louis Tourville, and was passed to- 
Tarte's eons for newspaper purposes. 
This money, which was intended for 
election purposes in L'lalet, was re- 
placed by an advance given by Mr. 
Shaughneosy of theC.P.R. for printing. 
Of this money $2,400 was given to wit- 
ness's sons, who reimbursed him $1,000. 
In respect of the Tourville check some 
sparring between Mr. Tarte and Mr, Cor- 
nellier took place; the former said he 
considered this a kind of blackmailing 
game.

STAGE HELD UP. 

Passenger Shot and Killed by California 
Highwaymen. 

Ukiaii (Cal.;, Sept. 29.— Two masked 
highwaymen hold up the Boonville stage 
yesterday, and J. B. Burnett, a passen- 
ger, was shot ana instantly killed by one 
of the robbers. Aa the stage waa paeaing 
through a heavily wooded part of the 
road seven milea from here, the bandits 
suddenly appeared and ordered the 
driver to stop. Barnett, who was seated 
on the rear of tho stage, heard the order 
and plunged Ihb hand into hia pocket to 
secure his purse. The highwaymen 
thought that Barnett was about to draw 
a pistol and fired, the charge striking 
Barnett in the neck, killing him in- 
stantly. The robbers then secured three 
boxes of expresB matter and diaappeared. 
The aheriff is now trailing the outlawB 
with blood hounds. If captured they 
will undoubtedly be lynched.

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BANK OF MONTREAL. 

Buffalo Rejoicing in the Prospect of an 
Agency There. 

Buffalo, Sept. 29.— Tho Commercial 
this afternoon eaye : " An agency -eimilar 
to tli.it so euccesEfnlly carried of. in New 
York city, ia to be established rci Buffalo 
by tbe Bank of Montreal, and within a 
few weeka will be ia active cperations. 
A well known Buffalo man i>a the \o<u\\.i 
agent of the bank, one who liaB been long 
associated with tho banking interests in; 
this city. Mr. O.W. Yarke-r, of Toronto,! 
will come to Buffalo to take-charge of th«j 
agency. The agency, it is understood, 
will be in operation not later than No- 
vember 11, and poBsibly sooner. Offices 
havo been secured in the Farmers eud 
Mechanics Bank building." 

Tbe establishment of this agency of 
the Bank of Montreal means a greal deal 
to Buffalo, for business and property 
owners can seosire large loans from this 
institution, as it has any amount of 
capital to lend. Under the state law of 
New York the Canadian bank cannot 
receive into it the paying accounts, but 
can oniv establish a branch bank where 
it can "make loans. The New York 
branch of the Bank of Montreal has 
been singularly successful and the 
Buffalo branch will 'be conducted on 
precisely the same general plan. 

ARMED LAKE VESSELS. 

How the United States Observes the Treaty 
Respecting Them. 

Buffalo, Sept, 29. — A despatch from 
Washington to the Evening NewB says: 
" Orders have been issued to Commo- 
dore H. L. Harrison, of the Boston navy 
yard, to dispatch the war corvette 
Yantic to the Great Lakes with the least 
possible delay. The orders were issued 
yeaterday by Assistant Secretary Roose- 
velt. Commodore Harrison is directed 
to strip the Yautic of all guns, in order 
that as she ia passed through the Can- 
adian ports on the St. Lawrence river, 
the question cannot be raised of violat- 
ing the provisions of the 1S15 
treaty. A statement was made to- 
day on the beat authority that an order 
has been given the commandant at the 
Washington navy yard to shin overland 
to Erie, Pa., a modern rapid-fire battery 
for the Yantic. This latter order is 
credited wholly to the ingenuity of 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, and, if 
carried out, is certain to bring about 
early complications between the United 
States and Great Britain. The Yantic iB 
to be turned over at Erie, Pa., to the 
Detroit naval militia. It was originally 
intended to give the vessel to the Chi- 
cago naval reserve, but the Detroit or- 
ganization succeeded in bringing a 
greater amount of pressure to bear on 
the navy department." 

SPANISH POLITICS. 

The Cabinet Has Resigned and a Change in 
Cuba is Looked For. 

Madrid, Sept. 29.— The Spanish cab- 
inet has resigned. The Queen has ac- 
cepted the resignation but haB asked 
General Azcarraga to continue in office 
until a solution of the crisis is found. 
Her Majesty will summon tho leadera of 
the various parties and the presidents of 
the chambers to-morrow to consult as to 
the situation. Seuor Sagasta has been 
telegraphed for and it is believed that 
the Liberal leader will be atked to form 
a cabinet. 

The Heraldo de Madrid, an independ- 
ent paper, published laBt night a sensa- 
tional article saying it had cause to know 
that Sagasta and othir prominent Liber- 
als were negotiating for the pacification 
of Cuba with the Cuban Senator Gob- 
erga, now almost an exile in Cuba on 
account of his ultra-autonomist opinions 
and with other well-known Cuban 
autonomists, and with a Spanish person- 
age now residing in Washington. 

ANOTHER COAL TROUBLE. 

Five Thousand Pennsylvania miners Ouit 
Work to Settle a Contention. 

Pittsburg, Sept. 29. — Owing to a dis- 
agreement as to the differential between 
the rates for mining thick and thin vein 
coal, about 5,000 river miners refused to 
go to work to-day. A conference be- 
tween operators and miners will beheld 
to-morrow in Monongahehi city, at 
which efforts will be made to reach an 
understanding on tho differential and 
other questions in dispute.

PROTECTION IN GERMANY 

Proposed to Be Made the Basis of New 
Commercial Treaties. 

London, Sept. 28.— A dispatch to tho 
Standard from Berlin says : "At Satur- 
day's conference of three German corpo- 
rations which are the main advocates of 
agrarian, industrial and commercial pro- 
tection, held under the presidency of the 
secretary of state for the interior, it 
was resolved to prepare a new au- 
tonomous tariff and new com- 
mercial treaties on the basis that 
the iron lords consent to the raising of 
the corn dues, while the agrarians con- 
sent to higher commercial duties. The 
commission proposed by the conference 
will also bo asked to bo absolutely inde- 
pendent of the government. 

This haa caused much excitement 
among German commercial men who are 
not thorough going protectionists. They 
have resolved to establish an independ- 
ent and impartial committee to obtain 
material they deem necessary for the 
preparation of a ciiBtoms tariff and of 
new commercial treaties. A bitter con- 
llict between the two committees is in- 
evitable." 



THE QUEEN'S COURTESY. 

Ambassador Hay's Pleasant Chance Meet- 
ing With Her Majesty. 

London, Sept. 28.— The Daily Chron- 
icle this morning recites an interesting 
incident of the Queen's present visit to 
Scotland. A mbassador Hay was staying 
with Sir John Chirk, when the Queen ar- 
rived at Deeside. As usual Sir John 
went to the station at Ballater to meet 
Her Majestv, On thia occaaion he took 
Col. Hay with him. The Queen noticed 
Sir John's companion but did not im- 
mediately recognize him, and asked who 
he was.

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

The Bea rs Having Things Their Own Way 
and a General Decline Noted 
—A Drop in Silver, 

New York, Sept. 20. — To-day's stock 
market still farther demonstrated the 
changed character of speculation and the 
entire subsidence of the recent rampant 
bull spirit. The bears were more aggres- 
sive than at any tiruo hitherto and met 
with scarcely any opposition. They seemed 
somewhat apprehensive over their own 
success and bought quite steadily during 
the afternoon ot the same stock's that hod 
been sold short in the morning. The re- 
sult was to make the net changes quite ir- 
regular, but the largest figures were 
on tbe side of losses. The de- 
cliue3 extended from one to four 
points, and with very few exceptions 
affected every active stock in list,. The 
centres of hear attack were stocks of such 
uncertain value us Sugar and Chicago Gas, 
and the local iras stocks, which were lately 
proved so easily subject to manipulation. 
The evidence of a reactionary tone in the 
speculation was shown in the ready cred- 
ence given to all rumors of an uncertain 
factor. There was no change to-day in the 
'Character of tho news bearing on tne gen- 
eral situation in London, which continued 
to show u disposition to put money into 
Americnm securities on any decline. The 
incidents of the day were the lowering of 
the actual rates for sterling exchange a 
quarter cent, and the fall in the Paris rate 
of exchange on London. Koch of theae 
incidents indicated a recurrence of the 
pressure of the demand on London for gold. 
>'ear the close of trading uii the exchange, 
it was reported that oilers were made on 
•coll loans at one per cent. Slight signifi- 
cance was attached to the olfer as having 
any hearing on the money market, in 
which rates continued firm. .Wwing to the 
late rally, prices of the grangers, the Van- 
derbilts, and most of the other leading 
stocks showed insignificant net changes, 
losses however, predominating. Cotton 
Oil and Metropolitan traction showed 
gains of over a point. The largest losses 
were5 : X in Consolidated Gas, I! in Brooklyn 
Union (Jus, Lake Shore and National Lead 
preferred; \'< m Chicago and Indianapolis, 
and Louisville preferred; and Manhattan 

There was another sharp decline in the 
silver market to-day. The quoting in the 
local market was 63W cents an ounce, a 
drop of 1 cent from the previous day. 

The Evening Post says: There was a 
sharp decline in the forenoon market, in 
the course of which Suirar certificates de- 
clined 2 points, Consolidated Cos 514. and 
the active railway shares something like a 
point apiece. But when the resultant stock 
exchange despondency was blackest the 
buying of stocks began, and during the 
rest of the afternoon tuere was a sharp ad- 
vance. Prices closed as a result either at or 
near their closing of yesterday. At the 
close the market was undoubtedly strong. 

Tho livening Post's financial cablegram 
from London says: "There was a further 
general improvement in tbe stock markets 
to-day, notably in investment stocks 
Americans were Hat. There was a dis 
position at one time to-day to buy, bin per- 
sistent selling from New York caused a 
fear that large operators there were really 
unloading, hence prices finished Hat, with 
no support. The announcement cabled to 
the London Times that the United States 
treasury was no longer changing currency 
for gold attracts attention but is not tin 
derstood here." The reference in the above 
despatch to the exchange of currency for 
gold is based presumably on the treasury' 
refusal to re-ship and deliver currency in 
exchange for gold deposits in San I'ran- 
cisco.

Those 
who went out into the mountains 
prospecting and to do assessment and 
development work on their properties? 
are now returning for the winter, and 
a number of men, who have been work- 
ing in the mines and elsewhere, are be- 
ginning to bring in their families with 
the intention ot making RoBsland their 
permanent home. Rents are more rea- 
sonable than they were in boom times, 
ami the cost of living is not as high as it 
was. 

Agent E. W. Ruff, of the Red Moun- 
tain railway, in speaking of the increase 
of the passenger business, said that the 
arrival during the past few weeks have 
averaged about 55, while the departures 
were about -10. This is an increase and 
shows that the tide of travel which ran 
against Rossland during a few of the 
summer months has now turned in 
favor ot this city. The freight business 
on the Red Mountain road, which ran 
down to about four car loads a day dur- 
ing the summer has now increased to 
from five to seven car loads a day. In 
the height of the boom last winter and 
fall it averaged nearly ten car loads a 
day. 

At the Columbia it Western it was re- 
ported that there had been an increase 
of 50 per cent, in the business of the 
road in the past few weeks. There ia 
also an increase in the passenger busi- 
ness, and the road handles about 100 per 
day, 50 each way.

that it ia doubtful if they yet believe 
that duties will be collected. 

Tho first point, therefore, which we 
suggest should receive Mr. Sifton'B at- 
tention is the matter of duties. Officers 
are on the ground now, but the tempor- 
ary and limited exemption that is per- 
mitted enables our competitors to make 
representations that the payment of 
duties is not insisted on. Mr. Sifton 
may not be aware that the 100 pounds 
of goods exempted was represented in 
the American press as $100 worth ; later 
as $150, aud finally as 1,000 pounds. 
Posters on the streets declared that each 
miner could take in his blankets, his 
tools and 1,000 pounds of provisions 
without paying duty. We BUggest to 
Mr. Sifton that he should take the most 
public occasion possible when on the 
Coast to give notice that, after the close 
of the year 1897, no exemption whatever 
will be allowed upon raining outfits, and 
that full duties will be collected on all 
foreign goods entering the Yukon, the 
same aB are collected on similar goods 
going into other parts of Canada. An 
official declaration from him to that ef- 
fect will be telegraphed to all parts of 
the continent and will be more effica- 
cious than any other single thing he 
can do, to turn the outfitting trade to 
Canadian cities. 

Tho government ought to do some- 
thing towards advertising Canadian 
cities as outfitting points. Hundreds of 
thousands of copies of a brief description 
of the Yukon, the routes, the Canadian 
outfitting points and Canadian trans- 
portation lines, with the facta as to duties 
ought to be circulated early this winter 
all over the United States and Great 
Britain. Something must be done to 
correct the erroneous impressions that are 
abroad. When we read in the Consular 
Journal of London that the way to reach 
the Klondyke is via Seattle, we feel as 
though something, even a surgical oper- 
ation, if necessary, should be performed 
quickly to get the rudimentary facts of 
Canadian geography into the heads of 
some of the leaders of public opinion. 

A third necessary step is tho opening 
immediately of the Stickeen route to the 
Yukon. 

If these three things are done we do 
not know of anything else that can be 
asked of the government in this regard, 
but the Colonist would be very glr.d to 
have any suggestions from such of its 
readers as may think any points have 
been overlooked in the above summary 
In regard to the purchase of the out- 
put of the Yukon and the trade of the 
returning miners, the two things go to 
gether. If Mr. Sifton can devise any 
way of arranging so that it will be an 
object for miners to come to British Co 
lumbia cities to get the result of their 
work ho will do much to promote the 
prosperity of the province. We believe 
the suggestion, made some months ago, 
that the government should purchase 
gold from the miners and pay for it with 
drafts on Canadian banks, would have 
the desired effect. The suggestion that 
the gold should be paid for in United 
States currency, at the option of the pur 
chaser, does not commend itself to us 
In fact, we cannot discover any reason 
why the fact that many of the Yukon 
miners are American citizens and will 
probably want to go back to the United 
States to live, after they have made their 
pile, should in the least degree lead the 
government to give an American cast to 
its Yukon policy.

THE TRADE OF THE YUKON. 

Hon. Mr. Sifton is credited with the 
statement that he aims to do all in his 
power to secure the trade of the Yukon 
to Canadian cities. This is good news, 
for he can probably do very much in that 
direction. The matter is one of very 
considerable importance and no time 
ought to be lost in doing what appears 
best to be done. What ought to be dis- 
cussed now is what Mr. Sifton, as the 
head of a public department, can do to 
promote the object at which he aims. 
In order that the matter may be proper- 
ly understood, it is necessary to inquire 
as to the nature of the Yukon trade. 
This may be divided under three heads : 
The outfitting trade. 
The purchase of gold and the supply- 
ing of returning miners. 
The permanent trade of the country. 
In regard to the latter, we do not 
know that very much need be said. 
When mercantile houses are established 
in the Yukon country, they will buy 
their goods aB other Canadian houses 
buy them, and all that tho government 
can do to facilitate their doing business 
with other cities of the Dominion is to 
aid an far aB is necessary in the perfect- 
ing of channels of communication. It ia 
towards the other linea that people of 
the Coast cities are looking, and these 
are what they have in mind principally 
when they talk about securing the trade 
of the Yukon. Just now the outfitting 
trade is uppermost in their minds, but 
tlie other will be at least of equal impor- 
tance in the long run. 

The iacts of the case aa regards the 
outfitting trade are about as followB: 
On the discovery of the gold mines on 
Forty Mile creek and other places, prin- 
cipally in Alaska, Seattle, with com- 
mendable enterprise, managed to be- 
come very closely associated with the 
new mining field. In our neighbor city 
there is a tremendous store of energy 
and n large number of adventurous men 
—men who rushed to Pttget Sound in 
the days of the great boom and many of 
whom " went broke," or very nearly so, 
on its collapse. When news of the Klon- 
dyke discovery came theso men were 
ready to try their fortune in the new 
field, and there were plenty of others 
ready to back them with money. They 
.were not all Americans by any means, 
rn fact the most conspicuous individual 
•n " the Klondyke rush," Mayor Wood 

of Seattle, is a Canadian.

Tun British Columbia Critic endeavorB 
to prevent British capital from being in- 
vested either in mining or commercial 
ventures in the Yukon country. It tells 
British investors that placer mining 
cannot very well be carried on by com- 
panies, and that American and Cana- 
dian companies can handle the commer- 
cial vendues hotter than British con- 
cerns. Since when was placer mining 
by companies impracticable, and since 
when did Americana take the palm aB 
traders from Britons? It is well enough 
to counsel prudence; it is well enough to 
warn the British investor against 
schemers, but it is vary wrong to create 
the impression that mining and com 
mercial ventures do not present good 
openings for BritiBh capital judiciously 
invested and properly managed. 



THE CAMPAIGN IN INDIA. 

There iB no reason to suppose that the 
British troopB will experience much dif- 
ficulty in subduing the rebelB in North- 
west India. A very strong demonstra- 
tion is being made, much stronger than 
seema necessary for a merely punitive 
expedition, at least eo all the paperB ap- 
pear to think; but this is probably due 
to a determination on the part of tho 
British government to show the frontier 
tribes, and incidentally the Ameer of Af- 
ghanistan and even soma very much 
more important people, that the North- 
western provinces can be protected from 
any sort of attack. 

The fighting that has taken place so far 
is full of very interesting lessons. One 
of them is that Great Britain has com- 
manders trained to mountain campaigns 
and who know how to ;;tove large bodies 
of men through very difliVult country. 
It also proves that these cow man<JerB 
have under them Eoldiers who ar*»T < J ual 
to the hardships of the severest L'.W. 
These two facta are of enormous import-' 
ance. Newspaper correspondents may 
easily put down on paper how Russia can 
send a force down at any time and over- 
run India, but Russian military author- 
ities know better. They know that they 
have neither the generals nor tho men 
for such work. Moreover, the result of | 
the present operations will doubtless be I 
a better understanding with tho moun- 
taineers, who, under British leadership, 
would present an impenetrable barrier 
to an invading force, 



Most people will think that the de- 
fence of the Times of the conduct of the 
directors of the Jubilee hospital was one 
of those things that would be better left 
unsaid. There has been very great care- 
IeBsneBB, and there is no use in mincing 
wordB over it, just because the directors 
are all very estimable gentlemen.

That Indian-whiteman assault case 
still drags its weary length along in the 
city police court, yesterday Beeing sever- 
al witnesses under examination, and 
another adjournment. The chief ob- 
stacle to speed in disposing of the case 
is the fact that much of the evidence has 
to be filtered through two interpreters, 
the witness speaking in the Skeena 
tongue, the first interpreter translating 
into the Chinook, and the second repeat- 
ing what is said in his own particular 
brand of English. 

There was much disappointment yes- 
terday among the police court tiabitues 
who had gathered in number to listen 
to the evidence against Van Horst and 
and his younger companion, arrested 
late Tuesday night for a succession of 
burglaries. The case was merely called 
and continued until Friday, to permit of 
the police perfecting their chain of evi- 
dence and establishing, if possible, the 
ownership of several articles found in 
the home of Van Horst which have ap- 
parently been stolen. 

The dramatic and musical recitals by 
Mr. Fred. McAdam, of London, Eng., 
assisted by Mr. F. Victor Austin, of this 
city, furnished another demonstration 
that elocution is not a strong drawing 
card in Victoria. Mr. McAdam has a 
very pleasant manner on the platform 
and his recitals, both literary and musi- 
cal, show evidence of the highest cul- 
ture. He has an agreeable Knglish ac- 
cent when reciting, but to the scrupul- 
ously critical this at tirnefl might seem 
to allow the attention of his hearers to 
wane. In Binging, he uses a Bweet 
voice, but of somewhat limited com pass. 
Mr. Austin on the violin was very schol- 
arly and his performances a pleasing di- 
version in the programme. 

Just arrived from England and stay- 
ing at the Dominion hotel is Mr. JameB 
Barratt, who until a few months ago 
lived in Western Australia. Mr. Barrett 
ia a lawyer by profession, but during a 
lengthy residence in WeBtern Australia 
has had a great deal of experience with 
mining. The climate on the coast he 
found pleasant enough, but when he 
tried the gold fields ot the interior the 
intenBe heat undermined his health and 
he was forced to go home to the Old 
Country to recruit. Mining in Western 
Australia ha6 been greatly overdone, 
Mr. Barratt states, and there ia no doubt 
that the result will be a large e.xodua of 
mining men to other fields, many of 
them without doubt choosing British 
Columbia. What he advises strongly ia 
that reliable information be placed be- 
fore the Australians aa to the advantages 
of this province for mining. Mr. Barratt 
is himself finding out what ho can 
about British Columbia's mining re- 
sources, and it ia possible that he may 
decide to remain here. Speaking of the 
Australian gold fielda, he remarked that 
Coolgardie, which caused auch an ex- 
citement some time ago, has had ita d:iy 
and now is done for.

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MR. HANEY HERE. 

Chief Superintendent of the Crow's Neat 
Railway Construction In Town. 

Among the arrivals in Victoria last 
night was Mr. M. J. Haney, who ia 
superintending the construction of the 
Crow's Nest railway. Accompanied by 
his two little daughters he made the 
trip through the pasa with horses and 
driving a distance of 180 uiileB. Mr. 
Schreiber, deputy minister of railways, 
and Mr. Newcombe, deputy minister of 
justice, also made the trip through the 
pass and then came on to Vancouver, re- 
turning east from there. Mr. Haney 
is by no means a stranger 
in Victoria, he having been general 
manager on the Onderdonk contract 
during the construction of the C.P.R. 
He has not been here, however, since 
1888. Mr. Haney has his headquarters 
at McLeod, and in speaking of the con- 
struction work on the Crow's Nest 
stated that there are now some 4,000 
men and a thousand teams at work. 
Almost thirty miloB of track are laid and 
the road from Lothbridge will, it is ex- 
pected, bo completed to the Columbia 
river by a year Irom November. Work 
ia now going on overjabout 110 miles of 
road, and it is to be hoped that a hun- 
dred miles or even more may be finish- 
ed thia season. In connection with the 
railway too a wagon road is being built 
to give greater facilities for work.

The " Triumph " Toplincr of the 
Behriiiff Sea Fleet With a Very 
Modest Total. 



Utter Failure of the Branding- Mach- 
ine— A Fatality on the 
Vera. 



Professor David Starr Jordan and his 
celebrated electric branding apparatus 
for performing the dog in the manger 
trick among the sealers, are at present 
the laughing stock of the prospective 
victims and of the naval men who have 
just returned from patrolling the waters 
of Behring Sea. Not only doeB the ma- 
chine fail to accomplish the work for 
which it waB designed, but so Bignal has 
been Ub failure that it has been tossed 
aside in disguBt by the professor and his 
ociateB and a thrifty Siwash has taken 
possession of it in the hope that it may 
come in useful some day, on the same 
principle that the housewife bought the 
name plate. 

After the abandonment of the elec- 
trical hrander, Dr. Jordan and his party 
set to work upon the seal herds with 
regulation branding irons. How many 
eals were captured and rendered value- 
less to commerce by the black girdle is 
not known to the officers of II. M.S. 
Wild Swan which returned to port yes- 
terday. This much they do know, how- 
ever — that sealing men declare the smell 
of the burning has already been accept- 
ed as a danger signal by the sensitive 
seal herds, which in consequence are 
moving out of Behring sea and in the 
direction of one of the northernmost of 
the Japanese islands. 

The stench caused by the branding ia 
so sickening that the Wild Swan's of li 
cer's did not care to approach very close 
to shore, although Professor Jordan's 
six men— he himself being in route 
home on the Rush— are still working the 
busy hrander. It was at St. George 
island that the greatest herds of seal 
were this year found, although St. Paul's 
is also well populated. There are eighteen 
rookeries in all on the two islands, and 
according to the Swan's men there are 
no fewer that 15,000 Beals to be found on 
some of them, despite the reported 
migration— not very strong evidence of 
diminution. 

Among the mishaps and casualties to 
the sealers, of which the returned war- 
ship brings the news, the moat serious 
concerns the schooner Vera, two of her 
crew— Hunter lirown and his boat-puller 
having met death through their boat 
capsizing on the 15th of the present 
month, two days out of Ounalaska. 
There are three members of the Brown 
family on the schooner, and the fact that 
the given name of the lost hunter ia not 
available will cauae grave anxiety among 
the friends of each until the identity of 
the dead man is positively established, 
"ledley Hughes, second officer of 
the Zillah May, has spent the greater 
part of his season in hospital at 
Sitka, suffering with rheumatic fever. 
As he grew worse apparently, it was im- 
possible for him to remain with his 
schooner, and the Swan accordingly 
brought him home. Of the vessels of 
the fleet the E. B. Marvin seems to have 
sull'ered the worst weather of all, having

Her 
rudder was so damaged and her sails so 
torn that it was only by rare good sea- 
manship that she made her port. A sur- 
vey demonstrated the necessity of imme- 
diate repairs, and the schooner being 
beached was promptly put in seaworthy 
condition. The Swan herself had a touch 
of rough weather on her run home, two 
daya after leaving Ounalaska, from which 
port she took her departure on the 18th 
of this month. 

Among the catches reported by the 
Swan are the following, from which it 
would appear that the Triumph is again 
to wear the honors of topliner: Favorite, 
41G; Annie E. Paint, 8S5; Arietis, C80 ; 
Minnie, 850 ; Theresa, 559 ; Dora Siewerd, 
1,470; Triumph, 1,490; Ocean Belle, 493; 
li. B. Marvin, 973; Zillah May, 090; 
Otto, 730 ; Vera, 204 ; Mary Taylor, 40S ; 
Victoria, 025; Fawn, 182; Penelope, 59S; 
Umbrina, 153 ; City of San Diego, 402; 
Borealis, 125; Ainoka, 924; Enterprise, 
508; Sadie Turpel, 68; Beatrice, 454; 
Elsie, 215; J. Eppinger, 443; and St. 
Lawrence, 200 — the latter three being 
American bottoms. The Triumph as 
last year carried a full Indian crew, as 
also did the Siewerd, second in the list, 
and all the others Save the Paint and 
the Vera. 

The Director, the second of the fleet to 
reach home, arrived yesterday, with the 
Carlotta G. Cox following close behind 
her up the straits. The former corneB 
straight from the Copper Islands and 
Japanese coast, with a catch of 1,052 
skins from all quarters for the season. 
Leaving the Asiatic side on the 30th 
August. Captain Gilbert of the Director 
confirms Captain LeBlanc's report of the 
scattered condition of the herds on the 
Asiatic shores, and also had a taste of 
tho storm that has so recently tested the 
stability of tho shipping on the North 
Pacific. Tho Cox, coming from the Cop- 
per Islands also, had 1,400 skins stowed 
away when she apoko the Casco in the 
homeward run. 



KLONDYKE STEAMER WRECKED. 

A Seattle Schooner Bound for St. Michael's 
Meets With Disaster. 

Port Townsend, Sept. 29. — The 
United States revenue cutter Grant, 
Captain Munger, arrived from Un- 
alaska and brought tho latest adviceB 
irom St. Michael's and the surrounding 
country. 

The steamer Bertha arrived at Un- 
alaska on Sept. 12. She reports two 
inches of snow at St. Michael's. There 
will be a big crowd of returning minerB 
on the steamer Portland, and it is esti- 
mated that she will bring down three 
tons of gold. 

On board the Grant are Captain Pe- 
ters and crew, in all nine men, of the 
schooner Nuneme, which left Seattle on 
Aug. 15 for St. Michael's with lumber 
for buildinu boats for the Yukon river. 

At 10 o'clock on tho night of Septem- 
ber 7, during a dense fog, the Nuenemo 
went ashore on Uniak island, and com- 
pletely wrecked herself and cargo. All on 
board escaped to land by means of life 
lineB, which tho sailors carried to shore 
by jumping overboard and swimming. 
Eight days later the captain took three 
men in a small boat and rowed from the 
wreck to Unalaska. After pulling for 
three days in an open boat they were 
picked up by the steamer Dora and 
taken to Unalaska. They were trans- 
ferred to the cutter Grant, in which ves- 
sel they started for the men left on 
Uniak island. After securing them the 
cutter started for the Sound next day.

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Georffe Van Horst aud Robert Dotlds 
Arrested for Three Recent 
Robberies. 



All the Property Recovered Aggre- 
gating Over a Thousand 
Dollars in Value. 



Detectives Perdue and Palmer of the 
city police force, in conjunction with 
Sergt, Langley of the provincial police, 
made one of the biggest hauls last night 
that haB happened in tliia city for a long 
while back. By the capture of two 
young burglars the oflicers recovered the 
proceeds of no less than three robberies, 
amounting to considerably over a 
thousand dollars. While the plun- 
der was being ticked off at the 
city police station last night the 
counter was like the show case of a 
small jewelry store, with rings, watches, 
gold chains and trinkets galore, includ- 
ing two magnificent solitaire diamond 
rings valued at $500 the pair. 

Safely under look and key are two 
lads, Robert Dodds and George Van 
Horst, the ulder of the two not more 
than '20 years old, charged with robbing 
the houses of B. 11. Seabrook, George 
Parsons and II. F. W. Behnsen. 

The story of the crime goes back to 
Labor Day, September 0, when Mr. 
Behnsen's house at Spring Kidge was 
broken open during the afternoon while 
the family were away and diamonds and 
jewelry to the value of $1,000 carried off. 
The thieves had effected an entry by 
cutting out the glass of a window 12 
inches by 14 inches in the cellar. Once 
inside the door at the head of the cel- 
lar stairs was opened by cutting 
out a panel. When the family 
returned Miss Behnsen'a room was 
found ransacked and the jewelry gone. 
It made up quite a formidable list, in- 
cluding a silver box, two diamond rings, 
a pair of gold bracelets, a heavy gold 
locket and chain, earrings, a gold ring 
set with garnets, aud a pair of earrings 
to match, a baby ring, a gold pin, a 
brooch, two pairs earrings, two plain 
gold rings, gold ring set with turquoise, 
two gold rings sot with garnets, a gold 
pencil, gold brooch set with diamond, 
gold pin, scarf pin with garnet and dia- 
mond, glove buttons, gold watch chain 
with si ides, gold emblem, Masonic charm, 
gold shirt Btuds, gold and pearl stud, 
scarf pin with stone, diamond shirt stud, 
gold cuff buttons, silver coins, and 
several other articles. 

Ever siuce the robbery, Detectives 
Perdue and Palmer have been working 
industriously on the case, but the next 
thing they heard was on Sunday night, 
when Mr. B. R. Seabrook's house, on 
the Gorge road, was broken into aud a 
pair of gold-mounted opera glasses 
stolen. This job was almost similar to 
that at the BehiiEen house. The 
robbery was committed in the afternoon 
while the family were out, a window 
pane had been cut out and then a panel 
of a door removed, while two other 
doors inside were broken open. The re- 
sults to the thieves in the shape of plun- 
der were, however, very much less satis- 
factory than the Behnsen robbery. 

Sunday seemed a favorite day for the 
th ievea to do their little jobs of " burglar- 
izing," for on Sunday Provincial Con- 
stable Ego reported that George Parsons 
house at South Saanich had been broken 
into aud three gold watches, two silver 
rings and a silver chain had dis- 
appeared as the result. Sergeant Lang- 
ley went out to investigate and found 
that in the afternoon while the family 
were away, just as in the other two 
robberies, the thieves had got in their 
work. They had raised a window with 
a shovel, got into the house and secured 
the jewelry by breaking open a trunk. 
Not content with this the thieves had 
entered the school house close by, 
broken open the teacher's desk and 
stolen a few little articles from there 
Evidently the thieves had not pleasant 
memories of their own Behool days, fi 
they tore up a lotof the children's booka, 
and besides wrote on the walls vulgar 
words. Sergt. Langley found out that 
a couple of young men on bicyclea had 
been along the road on the day the theft 
was committed, and learned* that the 
name of one was Robert Dodds. 

He gave this information to Detectives 
Perdue and Palmer and worked with 
them, the two city detectives shadowing 
young Dodds, who lives with his mother 
at Spring Ridge. Dodds, who is a lad 
of 19, was found to be a frequent com- 
panion of George Van Horst who, while 
only 20 years of age, ia already an old 
jail bird, luiving spent several terms in 
jail, besides putting in his time at the 
reformatory. Last night the two were 
observed together, and when they had 
separated, Dodds as being the less bur- 
dened, was followed aud arrested on 
Cham here street. On liia way to the 
station tie squealed on Van Horst for 
the Parsons' robbery. A move waa next 
made lor Van ITorBt's house, on Amelia 
street, and while Detective Palmer, with 
Dodds hi hia keeping, watched the front, 
Detective Perdue took up his position at 
the back and Sergeant Langley knocked 
for admission. The consternation of 
Van Horst'a female relatives was great 
as the police entered the house and made 
for George's room. He was put under 
arrest, and lying in plain view on 
shelves in the room were two or 
three old tin tobacco boxes with 
the BehuEen jewelry Btowed away in 
them. Then the Parson's stuff and the 
Seabrook opera glasses were found, and 
in fact a Bilver watch, gold watch, pair 
of opera classes and some glazier's tools 
extra. When Van Horst saw all this 
brought to light lie turned to his mother 
ami said: "Well, the jig is up," and 
without further ado he accompanied the 
police to the station. Asked by Detec- 
tive Perdue how ho had forced 
the heavy doors in the Seabrook house, 
Van Horst said knowingly: " I have not 
been away from here for three years 
without learning something." 

And so the twain rested in the lock-up 
last night, and will now have to answer 
for tlie very serious charges made against 
them.

The Young Liberals held an interest- 
ing meeting at their hall in the Aldephi 
building last evening, the business "un- 
der consideration being the appointment 
of delegates to the Liberal convention to 
be held at Westminster on the 8th prox- 
imo. Fifteen delegates were named, 
with five alternates. 



The Indian assault case which has 
been before the police court for the past 
two or three days was again continued 
yesterday, the testimony of the doctor 
in attendance on the injured man and of 
Beveral other independent witnesses be- 
ing received. It is expected that a con- 
clusion will be reached this morning. 

Benatoh McIkites and W. B. Mc- 
Innes, M.P., were passengers to the 
Mainland by this morning's boat. The 
former will visit at the Royal City 
while the latter ie en route for Ottawa, 
where lie will appear in the interests of 
the coal miners in the appeal about to 
come before the Supreme court at Ot- 
tawa, touching the constitutionality of 
the Coal Mines Regulation Act. Mr. 
Mclnnes will act in conjunction with 
Dalton McCarthy, Q.C., who is to repre- 
sent the province, Mr. Hogg, Q.C., of 
Ottawa, being counsel on the other side. 

All yesterday was spent by the dele- 
gates of the Vancouver Island and 
Islands Produce Society, Limited, in the 
formation of constitution and rules for 
the government of the association. The 
objects of the society, which will bo in- 
corporated' at once under the Farmers' 
Institutes and the Companies Acts, ie 
fairly well indicated in the title. It is 
designed to enable the farmers of the 
islands to find a ready and profitable 
market for all their products, and it is 
hoped to include among the sharehold- 
ers all the representative producers of 
the diatriet. The association will be in- 
corporated immediately, and the rules 
formulated yesterday will he submitted 
at once to a general meeting of the 
shareholders for ratification. Afterwards 
the election of officers will be proceeded 
with. 



COLONISTS FOR CAPE SCOTT. 

A Party Leave on the Steamer "Willapa" 
With Others to Follow. 

The C, P. X. steamer Willapa, adver- 
tised to sail for the WeBt coast to-day, 
goes as far north bb Cape Scott, to which 
point she carries seven or eight passen- 
gers who intend going to the Danis-h 
colony there located. The newcomers 
are from different Eastern points and 
include Mr. J, J. Miller and wife of 
Chicago, who, with Rev. Mr. Jensen of 
Washington, are staying at the Domin- 
ion. Mr. Jensen says that for over a 
month he has been receiving two to four 
letters a day from all parts of the United 
States enquiring about the colony at 
Cape Scott. To these enquiries he has 
made the most favorable replies, and he 
thinkB that as a result the colony will be 
greatly enlarged this coming spring. "I 
have never been up the coast yet," he 
Baid yesterday, " but I have been posted 
on it by those already there. They eeern 
to like the place and on the whole are 
well satisfied. What we want to do is 
give you a little butter and eggs. I know 
that the new soil is not the best, but two 
or three years working it will make it all 
right." The possibility of making a live- 
lihood in so many other ways than by 
tilling the soil Mr. Jenson alao appreci- 
ates. 

MARINE .VOTES. 

The steamer City of Seattle is to be 
here from the sound at three o'clock 
t iiB morning and is to sail at nine, re- 
ceiving as pasBengera Dr. Bonner, Mr. 
Kenna and eight or nine others going to 
Juneau.

THE QUESTION OF REDEMPTION. 

A Broader View Now Being Taken by the 
h Episcopal Cliurch. 

New York, Sept. 29.— The 114th an- 
nual convention for the diocese of New 
York of the Protestant Episcopal church 
waa called to order at the Church of the 
Incarnation to-day. Owing to the ill- 
ness of Bishop Potter, the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas Dudley, Bishop of Kentucky, 
presided over the religiouB exercises, 
which preceded the business session of 
the convention, After the usual ser- 
vice, the Very Rev. Dr. Charles Gore, 
Canon of Westminster Abbey, preached 
a sennen on the subject, "The legiti- 
mate reaction from CalviniBm." 

The preacher said that the church was 
taking a broader view on the question of 
redemption. He spoke of the reality of 
human responsibility, and said that we 
■were simply leading a life of probation 
here. We were constantly subjected to 
temptations and judged according to the 
use we made of our opportunities. Lost 
opportunities, he said, could never he 
regained as the time of redemption was 
limited to the opportunities of the occa- 
sion. The sermon was followed by the 
communion and the business session 
wbb called to order at noon. The diocese 
includes 102 churches, and each church 
was represented by its rector and three 
laymen. 

Killed His Mother.

Edward C. Sampson, of Newark, N.Y., 
accidentally shot and killed his mother 
this afternoon at their home in Newark.

Plague Riot. 
Bombay, Sept. 29.— A plague searcl 
party has been mobbed at Igatpuri. 
Four members of the party, including a 
surgeon, are severely wounded. 

Denbighshire Election. 
London-, Sept. 29. — The result of the 
election yesterday in the east division of 
Denbighshire for mem hers of parliament 
to succeed the late Right Hon. Sir 
George Osborne Morgan, Bart., Liberal, 
deceased, iB a Liberal victory with an in- 
creased majority. Sam Moss, Liberal, 
received 5,175 ; George T. Kenyon, Con- 
servative, 2, SIS. At the last general 
election Sir George Morgan, Liberal, 
polled 4,899 votes, and Mr. T. S. 1 
Rakes, Conservative, 3,115. 

The Duke's Body Recovered. 

Hamburg, Sept, 20.— The body of 
Duke Frederick William, of Mecklen- 
berg-Sehwerin, who was drowned with 
eight of his crew by the capsizing and 
Binkinirof their torpedo boat near the 
lightship off Cuxhaven on September 26 
has been recovered. 

German Beer Tax.

To the north of Europe, at tho en- 
trance of tho gulf of tho Baltio sea, 
stands a city resembling in its site "tho 
queen of tho Adriatic." This second 
Venieo is known by tho name of Stock- 
holm, whore in former days reigned two 
of tho wisest and host of monarchs, by 
name Qustnvus the Great. Tho lirst, be- 
cause, of his patriotism, skill and gen- 
ius, had rescued his country from the 
subjugation of tho Dane, and tho sec- 
ond, liy his indomitablo energy and 
military knowledge, had exalted her to 
the first rank among tho nations of the 
world. Tho latter dying in 1043, tho 
crown devolved upon his daughter, 
Christine, thou scarcely 15 years of age. 

It was a morning of July, 1045, in 
Stockholm. Tho nir was resounding 
with merry ringing of hells, the roaring 
of artillery and the shouts of the popu- 
lace, for it was the natal day of the 
youthful queen. Nobles, squires and 
tho learned of-tlio land had congregated 
to pay their homage to their youthful 
sovereign, and tho peasant from ' t4:-5 
most distant regions of Sweden had 
contrived to make his way to Stockholm 
to gain a glance of tho fair croaturo 
whoso fame sounded throughout tho 
World, and whoso learning hud boon ex- 
tolled by Descartes aud Samaise. 

The court of the palaco was thronged 
with anxious spectators, and tho troops 
were ranged in duo order to greet tho 
appearance of tho queen, when suddonly 
the windows were thrown open und 
the llower of Sweden — ladies, nobles and 
oilicers — appeared in the most gorgeous 
uniforms. All eyes wero directed to one 
point, and a universal cry arose of "She 
comes!" But Christine was not there. 
It was the young and handsome Count 
Lagardic, the favorite of the queen, 
who appeared and, having waited till 
the enthusiasm of tho populace had sub- 
sided, read as follows: 

"A bold and insolent peasant having 
dared to insult her majesty, it is deemed 
expedient that ho should suffer punish- 
ment, but in consideration of tho day, 
and that no cloud should, mar tho fes- 
tivities, the queen ordains him to re- 
ceive 15 Mows in the presence of tho 
assembled multitude as a warning to 
future offenders. " 

The chief nf the polieo, with his as- 
sistants, having conducted the prisoner 
into till! center of tho court, executed 
the sentence. Tho poor fellow with 
difficulty refrained from giving vent to 
his sufferings, and the people looked ou 
with amazement und pity at so sudden 
and ignominious a punishment.

THE CUMFOO DANCE. 



Ono o.T the Popular Pastimes of the Ne- 
groes In Dcinernrra. 

Tho negro has undoubtedly a very 
strong inclination to sleep in tho clay 
and to spend the night in gossip, dancing 
or singing. On this account he is ofteu 
a nuisance to his neighbors, especially 
when he has a wake. As his homo is 
often nothing more than a single room 
about eight feet square, the funeral 
party is conducted iu the open yard. 
Here congregate 50 to 100 people, who 
begin the entertainment with hymns, 
going on after midnight to songs and 
games and often winding up toward 
morning with a free fight. Then there 
is the cumfoo dance, ono of tbo finest 
institutions in thu world for producing 
nightmare. Two men beat drums with 
the hands, the one instrument produc- 
ing a tuuituru aud th*> other a rattle 
rattle, almost without intermission dur- 
ing tho whole night. At intervals of 
about a minute the party utters a weird 
cry in somo African language which 
startles you as you lie in bed vainly try- 
ing to sleep. As hour after hour passes 
your house appears to vihrate, the bed 
shakes and your spine fcols as if mado 
up of loose segments. How can the 
drummers keep this up for ten hours? 
And the dancers? With tho latter ex- 
haustion alternates with thc reuewal of 
the orgy; ouo set falls down and anoth- 
er takes its place. This and other dances 
are connected with obeah, tho witch 
cult of the African. 

Every negro and most of tho colored 
people havo an innate fear of the Obeah 
man, however they may deny it to the 
Whites. One of the latest developments 
of this superstition was brought to my 
uotieo a short time ago in connection 
with a cricket match. Tho East Coast 
Iuvincibles and the Admirable Crcolinns 
wero to play a mutch, and from a few 
words dropped by the captain of thu lat- 
ter it appears that lie was suro of vic- 
tory to his side because a notable obeah 
man had oiled their bat. — Saturday lie- 
View.

Mr. John Cobbledick, who represents 
a large amount of English capital, arriv- 
ed last night from Kamloops, where is 
having development work vigorously 
prosecuted on the Lucky Strike 
mine, which he recently pur- 
chased. Mr. Cobbledick is skilled 
mining man and an observant one, who 
expresses himself conservatively and 
without any exaggerated views. Still it 
is easily seen he is decidedly pleased 
with the results so far obtained on the 
Lucky Strike, sad, as he says quietly 
and confidently, " I think we have a 
goid mine."

THE LAST CHANCE SALE, 

A Sandon despatch dated September 
24 to the Kaslo Kootenian says: The 
Last Chance mine and group, owned by 
E. H. TomiinBon, F. A. Wood and Dr. 
Hendris, has been sold. The figure was 
$225,000, practically cash. Scot Mc- 
Donald, manager of the Payne, and a 
Mr. Biggerstaff, acting presumably for 
the McCune'a were the purchasers. The 
mine was examined thiB week by Mr. 
McDonald and the deal was closed on 
tho day of examination. The actual 
transfer has already taken placo and Mr. 
McDonald is now in charge. 

The Last Chance is located on Noble 
Five mountain, adjoining the Noble Five 
on the west. It is comprised of five or 
six claims, early locations, and has been 
worked by Mr. Tomlineon Beveral years. 
A few weeks ago the company, which 
was close, disincorporated, but no change 
was made in the ownership. It cannot 
bo said what returns the Last Chance 
has made its owners, but one dividend 
of $20,000 was made public a few days 
ago. The Last Chance was located in 
1891 by the Noble Five boys. The Mc- 
Cune's are evidently not afraid of silver. 
They already have the heaviest interests 
in the Slocan and are acquiring more. 

GOLD FIND NEAR KASLO. 

A genuine gold excitement broke out 
in Kaslo last week when the result of an 
assay made on Bome rock brought to 
the town by Robert Kane, became 
known. Kane has for some time been 
prospecting on the mountain opposite 
Kaslo across the lake. He found a good 
looking lead recently, and on it staked 
three claims, the Homestake, Lilly 
Kane and Sadie Mc. It was from this 
lead on the Homestake that be toon the 
ore which caused the stir, yielding four 
and eight-tenths ounces gold, or $90 per 
ton. A number of parties at once left 
for the climb up the mountain, a severe 
one, as there is a trail only part of the 
way, and fallen timber makes travel 
very difficult.

A Nanaimo Man Gives au Uninvit- 
ing- Description of This Road 
to Riches. 



Great Mortality Amongst the Pack 
Horses and a Sanitary Problem 
Thus Created. 



(From the Nanaimo Free Press.) 
Mr. J. H. Cocking, of the Haliburton 
Btreet livery Btables, returned last even- 
on the steamer Joan, having come down 
from Skagway on the Coquitlatn to Van- 
couver. To a Free Press representative 
Mr. Cocking gave the following interest- 
ing items, principal among which in the 
reported destruction of Dawson City by 
fire, together with all the supplies there. 

Mr. Cocking and Mr. Binden left Na- 
naimo on tho steamer Coquitlam on tho 
25th of August with a number of pack 
animals and a quantity of supplies. 
They were eight days in reaching Skag- 
way. Immediately on arrival, Mr. 
Cocking secured a contract from tho 
Scrogie party, who are said to represent 
a syndicate of Montreal dry goods 
merchants, to pack their goods 
from the end of the so-called wagon 
road to the summit, a distance of 
10 miles. The price was 25 cents a 
pound. They succeeded in making four 
round trips during the two weeks Mr. 
Cocking was there, and Mr. Binden will 
continue packing as long as the weather 
and trail will permit. Each horse took 
150 pounds, taking two days to reach 
the summit and one day for the return. 
He saye the trail is in a most wretched 
condition, having six fett of mud in one 
part and six-foot boulders in the other. 
The water washed flo^ri the trail, leaving 
a certain portion just a masaof boulders, 
the animals having to step from boulder 
to boulder, in momentary danger of 
making a miBBtep and breaking their 
limbB. In the Boft places, where cor' 
duroy h&d been placed when repairing! 
the water has got underneath and made 
quagmire with mud in places more than 
six feet deep. In these bogs were lay- 
ing the carcasses of a large number of 
horses, the stench from which is beyond 
description, and unlesB some sanitary 
steps are taken will cause an epidemic, 
Part of the trail runs along the edge of 
the bluff, just room for one pack animal, 
bo when two animals happen to meet, it 
is a matter of the survival of the strong- 
est. Along this trail the principle adop' 
ted is " that every man and animal must 
look out for himself and itself, and the 
devil take the hindermost." If your 
horse falls no good Samaritan can be 
found to help him, but like the Levite 
they all pass by, taking good care to 
iooK the other way, and with ears deaf-

Many of thoBe who brought up hands 
of 15 or 20 horses have only one or two 
left. The Scrogie party brought up 18 
horses from Victoria. a n d when Mr. 
Cocking reached there they had only one 
left. Those who have only lost CO per 
cent, of their animals consider they have 
had remarkably good luck. Mr. "Cock- 
ing says it is a safe sssertion that if the 
hides were taken offthe dead horses they 
would carpet the entire trail from Skag- 
way to Lake Linderman. During tho 
two weeks that Mr. Cocking was on the 
trail there was not a single fine day, and 
when it rains there it is a deluge. In 
addition to raining it will blow so that 
you can hardly keep on your feet. The 
weather and the trails had got so bad 
that the Indians on both trails had 
stopped packing, and no amount of 
money could induce them to continue at 
the work. The Indians and old pros- 
pectors say that those then on the trail 
would never get through to the lakes be> 
fore they were frozen up, and would have 
either to remain all winter or come to 
the coaBt. Mr. Cocking says he is satis- 
fied that hundreds of those on the trail 
wiil return within the next few weeks, 
for they have expended all their money, 
and to attempt to do their own packing 
would be sheer foolishness. Parties alonn 
the trail who had spent hundreds of dol 
lars to get their outfits as far as they 
have, are now ottering them for a song, 
and even pleading for enough to pay 
their return steamboat fare to one of the 
coast cities. 

At the summit Mr. Cocking Baw nine 
sacks of flour Bold for $8, bacon for eight 
cents and beans for two cents a pound. 
At Skagway hay is $17 per ton and oatB 
$1 per sack. Several of tho large Seattle 
linns have shipped iu hundreds ol tons 
of supplies, and are losing from $4 to $5 
a ton on every ton they sell. Besides 
that there are at least 100 tonB of feed 
and supplies rotting on the beach at 
Skagway. The importations have been 
far in excess of the requirements. On 
tho other hand, however, the restau- 
rants, saloons, packers, blacksmiths and 
other tradesmen have made large 
amounts of money, for they have been 
almost rushed to death. 

On September Hi there was G inches of 
snow on the summit, and it was this 
snow which caused the freshets on the 
Skagway river. A number of men were 
penniless on the trail and had no pros- 
pect of getting through, as the price of 
boats at Linderman had been raised to 
$500, and the Indians were charging high 
rates for piloting through the rapide. 

He had not seen much of the Nanaimo 
boys, but he had been told they were 
nearly all confident of getting through in

time to make the trip to Daweon before 
winter, hut he thought the chancea of 
those who had not started hetore lie left 
very slim indeed. A number of the 
Nanaimo men had got their supplies aa 
far as Sheep camp, but ho doubled if 
they could yet through. He saya that 
there is a large amount of building going 
on in Skagway, but from his own expe- 
rience and the experience related by In- 
dians and those better acquainted with 
Huamway, he firmly believes that these 
buildings will be washed away by the 
winter stormB, the wind blowing a per- 
fect hurricane across the Skagway flats. 
He recommends that all now wait for 
spring, the general opinion being that 
the Stiekeen-Teslin route will be the 
popular one next year, and that Skag- 
way will be practically abandoned. Mr. 
Cocking denies the reports ol shooting 
and lynching, and Bays the people are as 
safe there if they attend to their own 
business aa they are in Nanaimo. 
Things are certainly run wide open at 
Skagway so far as gambling and drink- 
ing ib concerned, but the marshal, who 
is a cousin to Senator Mclnnes, keeps 
very good order. 

Dr. Reynolds, the postmaster at Skag- 
way, informed Mr. Coekiim that he had 
been speaking to a man who was just in 
from Dawson City, who stated thai Daw- 
son City, with all the Bupplies therein, 
had been destroyed by lire. The man 
did not give the postmaster any details.
